ASHEVILLE, N. C. October 31..
Announcenicnt has beon made that sult
is to be brought against the State of
North Carollna for thu purpose of
eollectlng on bonds Issued by "carpet
bng" government durlng the Rocon-
structton perlod, whlch bonda nettcd
.the State about flfteen cents on the
$100 and were iater repudlated, on the
ground tliat they were frau/lulentlyUsued. The amnut lnvolved rtlns Into
tho mlllion.4. Proccedings wtre brought
ugainst thls State by South Oakota,
some tlme ago, but were dropped by
that State after North Carollna had
agreed to settle for the bonds on the
same terms that had alwaya been of-
fered.
Tho offlclal notlce of Intcnded ac¬

tlon Is publlshed by John G. Carllsle.
as "chalrman of committee." and re-
qucsts the holders of North Carollna
bonds of that perlod to deposlt their
bonds wlth tho Unlted -States Trust
Company. No. 15 Wnll Street, New
.York. As a State can only be sued
by another State. nad no Indlvldualaction can be entered for the collectlonof these bonds. It Is a matter of con-jecture, what State will be selected to
oet as sponsor for tho proposed sult.

CHARLOTTESVILLE LEAGUE
WILL SEE LAW ENFORCED

Issi^e an Address Telling of Grounds of Encourage-
ment and Tell What Their Plans for

the, Future Are.
[Speclal to The Times-Dlapntch.J

CHARLOTTESVILLE. VA., October
31..The Charlottesvllle League for
Law and Order, whlch was organlzedafter the local optlon electlon last
June, whlch forced the CJiarlottesvl.le
snloona out of buslness, held last eve-
nlng an lmportant meetlng and de-
clded deflnltely upon certain llnea of
pollcy. Thls pollcy Is stated In an ad-
dress and contalns, among other
things, the followlng announcement:
The qunllfled voters of Charlottes¬

vllle, on the fourth day of last Juno,
declured that the welfare of the cltv
would be promoted by the abolitlon of
the saloons. Those who favored thls
actlon. and many who doubted Its
wlsdom, are satlsfled that the people
were not mlstaken In thelr hopes, for
th^re are many evldences of marked
lmprovement, jndoubtedly due to the
absence of tho saloon.
There were predlctlonii of nn ln¬

crease rather than a dlmlnutlon of
drunkenness, owlng to a propheslcd II-
llclt sale of an fnferlor artlcle of
strong drlnk. It was contended that
there would be n dlstresslng contempt
for law whlch would malf it lmpo*Bl-
ble to prevent the salo-of Intoxleants.
There are, of course, ln all communl-
tles some who have no regard for law
and order. These wlll. if possible.
gratlfy their dt-slre for galn In splte
of the law.
Beallzlng thls, and aware that th-

most vlgllant and falthful ofllcer can
nccbmpllsh Ilttle unless sustnlned and
supported by strong publlc scnttment,
a number of cltlzens determlned to
contrlbuto to tho malntenanc of clvlc
respeet for the majesty of the law.
have banded themselves together In
an aynoclatlon called the Charlottes¬
vllle League for Law and Order.
The members of thls league do not

purpose to usurp ln any way what-
ev.r the dutles of the legally con-
Htltufd authorltles of the city. They
havo confldence ln them, bellevlng that,
In the main, they have used thelr best
efforta and wlll contlnue to use them.
to brlng vlolators of the law Into
court-

Posslbly the most unique, orlginal
and valuable exhlblt at the Jamestown
Expositlon ls the collectlon placed by
the varioiis States ln the Hlstory Bulld¬
lng, just to the left of the Audltorlum.
It Is one of the unfortunate features
of the expositlon that thls bulldlng was

the last one to bo flnished. and many
early vlsitors. even to the end of'July,
were unable to enter.

Perhaps tho most unlquo dlsplny ot

i; the Hlstory Bulldlng are the cases of

Vlrglnla papers and letters, many of

whlch aro invaluable. and whlch are

here flrst offered to publlc vlew. In-
deed, the very exlstence of many of

these letters and papers had beon for-

gotten and gonerattons of rats had
trampl'ed over them ln tho attle of the

Vlrglnla State Capltol. Wlien the old

capitol was r'pmodeled a number of
cases ot old napers and letters were

unearthed .! under the dlrt of moro

than half a ti'ritury. and on examlnatlon
by the offtcers of the Vlrglnla State
Llbrary were found to contaln many

prlceless treasures.
Under tho dlrection of Dr. James

Eckenrode. of tho Llbrary, these let¬
ters und papers have been clusslfled
aud mountnd, and their dlsplay under

glass at tho Jamestown Expositlon
makes ono of the most Ihterasttng dls-
pluys on the grounds. There may be

seen autograph letters of colonlal Gov-
ernors, as well as many. valuablo Rev¬
olutlonary docuinents.

Pasted on ono of the casos contaln-
ing Clvll War papers is a flamtng
printed piacard calllng on all cltlzens
of the town of Lexington to rally to

tho defenso of Vlrglnla against inva-
slon, nn Invltatlon whlch lod to tho
formatlon of the Kockb'rldgo Battery.
No school child in tho, Southern

States can affora to miss «ho oppor-
tunity of speiullng a morning in tho
Hlstory Bulldlng at Jamestown, for
here aro gathered many prlvato papers,
loaned to, the oxposltion,' a collection
tho Uko of whlch wlll probably nevor

be gotten together ugaln. At other cx-
posltlons tho most Interestlng oxhlblts
have beon made by commerclal and
manufiicturlng concerns who havo se¬
